^ this tragic hour when the Communists agitate against Jews, all Jews in 
the entire world should unite, regardless of political and other differences, 
a o that they will he best equipped to face these Soviet anti-Semitic attacks 
and save the Jews from complete destruction. 

There are various causes for this open Soviet anti-Semitic campaign. 

One of the primary causes is that the Communists have realized that despite 
the fact that the Soviet Jewish population has been deprived of personal free- 
decades, these Jews have never lost their national feeling. The Jews 
behind the Iron Curtain are strongly attracted to Israel, a country which re- 
fused to he "liberated" hy the Soviets. Because Israel refused to he made auh- 
servient to the USSR, the latter now holds her 3 million Jews as hostages. The 
Soviets want to revenge Israel’s refusal, and that is also why they made recent 
attempts to win the favor of the Arabs, of the Nazis in West and East Germany, 
and of all anti-Semites in the entire world. 


World Jewry is now confronted with a new tragedy. There was a possibility 
of escape from Hitler Germany; however, there is no way of escaping from this 
largo Soviet prison, since the borders of the USSR are hermetically sealed. — M. T. 
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
